The numberof the members ſent from .cach 
Claſlis ſhall be fo proportioned, as that the Pro- 
vinciall Aſſembly may be more in number then 
any Claſſicall Presby ery within that Porvince. 
And to that end there ſhall be at leaſt two 'Mi- 
niſters, and foure Ruling Elders out of ever 
Clafitis. And chat where therethall be need, the 
numbermay be increaſed; a5 to the p-rions ap- 
pointed for the bounding of the Provincaall 
Ailembly ſhall ſeeme meet, Provided, that the 
number 
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wumber doc not exceed nine of each, Miniſters 
and Ruling-Elders, from any one Claſtis. And 
tbarthere alwaies be two Ruling-Fiders to one 
Miviſter.- That the Provinciall.
